The Catholics in Palestine violently oppose 
the efforts made to circulate the Scriptures.— 
In July last, an anathema was issued, by the most 
influential of the Catholic Patriarchs of that coun- 
try, against those who should distribute them.— 
Next came letters from the Propaganda at Rome, 
expressing strong disapprobation, that an old 
Catholic college had been let, for five years, to 
“the Bible men.’ This was the one hired by 
Mr. Way, of which mention has been made in 
the Herald. Last of all came a firman from 
the Grand Srignore at Constantinople, forbid 
ding the sale of Bibies, &c. in his domirioaus.— 
The missionaries are quite sure, that this was 
obtained wholly through Catholic influence. At 
first, it alarmed them very much. ‘They were 
fearful that it would put a stop, for some time, 
to the distribution of the Scriptures. But, since 
they have seen how the local authorities seem to 
understand tt, and especially since they have re- 
marked with what apathy the Turks regard it, 
their hopes have revived, aud they have strong 
expeciations of soon proceeding in their work as 
usual. Their greatest, we might alinost say, 
their only, apprehensions, are from the adherents 
of the Pope of Rome.—It is obvious to remark 
that the Protestant missionaries in Palestine mus! 
have exerted no little influence on the side of 
truth and piety, before so much hostility in the 
enemies of bo h, could have been excited by their 
Christian exertions. 

Mr Fisk’s health, during the warm months of 
last summer, was feeble. He had not recovered 
from the effects of the fever, with which he was 
afflicted at Jerusalem. It may be hoped, how- 
ever, that a kind Providence spared his life tll 
the autuinn, in which case, being relieved from 
the debilitating Ynfluence of exireme heat, he 
would be likely to recover sirength. 

Tue other miss'onaries were all well, at the 
latest dates, and were earnesily desirous of more 
Javourers. They particu'arly specify two married 
missionaries, in order that the stations of Bey 
root and Jerusalem may be properly occupied 
—two unmarried missigesries, whose duty i 
shall be to travel—and a p!ysician, of whose 
probable usefulness the miss.onaries have raised 
expectations.

ENGLISH BAPTIST MISSION. 
CALCUTTA. 
Extract of a Letter from Mr. Leslie, dated, 
CaucuTta, June 7, 1824. 

My Dear Sir,—The last time | wrote you, 
we were in Table Bay, in front of Cape Town, 
from which we sailed for Madras on the 16th ot 
February, 1824, and arrived there on the 17th of 
April. We had often been informed, before we 
arrived at the Cape, that the sea off that place 
was the most stormy in the world, and so we 
found it. About a week after we set sail, the 
gales commenced, and we had two of three days 
and three nighis’ continuance each. Although 
all the horrors we endured on our first leaving 
England were renewed, yet being at open ea. 
we were not in go much danger; and, by the 
goodness of God,we were safely carried through 
At Madras we were received into the house ol 
Mr. Crisp, arelative of your dear Mr. Crisp, 
and one of the London Missionaries, by whom, 
and his excellent wife, we were entertained with 
the greatest hospitality. 

We had now arrived in India, and to us it had 
a wolul appearance. All that we had ever read 
of its degradavon, fell tar short of what we ac 
tually saw on our first landing. Tens of thou 
sands of human beings, in every direction, al 
most naked,—idol temples on eve ry hand —and 
womes 10 the mostenslaved siate. Muelh good, 
however, is doing at Madras. although it is far 
from being apparent, amidst the thousands t at 
are there. At one of the stations of the Churci 
Missionaries, there hay been a great out p vuriog 
of the Spirit, so that, even in oue school, there 
are no less (han twenty-three out of thirty youths, 
who give evidence of sincere conversion We 
attended a monthly meeting of all the Mission 
aries in the place, aod heard them give their se 
veral accoun's of the state of religion at their va

Madagascar, the largest of the African islands, 
isabuut 700 mileslong, by 2U0 broad, and 18 said 
to contain 4,000,000 inhabiiants, the greater part 
of whom are negroes in a state of civilization 
Cuey practise agriculture and several of the use 
ful arts, and carry on commerce by batter. Ou 
the coast are found Malays, Arabs, aod Jews. In 
the year 1818, the London Missionary Society 
established a missiou here, which, after a short 
disconunuance, was renewed in 1820, aad has 
ever since been in a very flourishing state. 
There are now three missionaries and three arti 
sans On the island, all of whom, except oue mis- 
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dominions, and is now supreme ruler of at least 
two thirds of the Island King Radama is the 


Bralimins on the absurdities of} warm friend aud patron of the missionaries, and 
Hindooism, —and, ou one occasion, a Brahmin|tis example & decisive measures have very pow 


erfully coutributed to their succees. He has a- 
bolished infanticide and several other inhuman 
and superstitious customs; and has enacted laws 
tending to the encouragement of industry and 
civilization. ‘The king takes a lively interest io 
the education of the children, as will be seen

# During the past moath, Letters and Journals 
bave been received from the Missionaries, daved 
in May and June last, from which it appears that 
he affairs of the Mission are in a very encourag- 
ing state. Several more schools have been com- 
menced. By the desire of the King, the three 
schools at ‘lananarivou have been thrown into 
one, under the name of the Royal College. This 
he wishes to be considered as the head seminary, 
or fountain whence the streams of instruction 
nay flow in every direction \broughout his king- 
dom. About 40 boys, educated in the Ro,al 
School, (one of the former three sc iools above 
mentioned) have been appointed to manage the 
schools lately formed. The number of the 
schools, including the Royal College is 14, and 
that of the children under tuition about 12UU. 
Tie King takes a lively interest in the schools, 
ad exerts his influence in promoting them. 
Schools are now in operation in all the tour pro 

vinces of his kingdom. — It is in contemplauon 
(o commence many more, as soon as suitable in- 
struments apa sufficient supplies of materials 
can be obtained. ‘We flatter ourselves”’ say 
the brethren, ‘that all who truly feel for the 
people of Madagascar, plunged as they are. in 

O the abyss of ignorance and supersiition, and 
dwelling ia the region of the shadow of death, 
will coine forward and assist in the great work 
in whic we are engaged, with the necessary 
means for the es:ablishment of schoois as numer- 
vus as possible, ihat the people ot Madagascar 
may be able toread the word of God in their own 
ianguage. They add, that the King & people will 
supply them with every thing for the schools hat 
can be found in the country, butthat they must 
look to Kugland for writing paper, of which hey 
will require many bundred reams; and slates, of 
which they will require some thousands, together 
with slate pencils, besides black lead pencils, 
peo kn'ves, &c. &c. 

In May last, the Madagasse Version of Gene- 
sis was advanced as far as the 24 chapter, and 
those ot Exodus, Matiiew, and Luke, each tothe 
11th chapter. 

The Missionaries have obtained from King Ra- 
dama full liberty to preach the Gospel to the na- 
lives, and the congregation increase in number 
every Sabbath day. 

Iu a personal interview with the King, on the 
7ih of May, they ‘explained at large the princi- 
ples on which the Londoo Missionary Society is 
tounded, and the grand object which its Direc- 
tors and supporters at home, and its Missiona- 
ries and friends abroad, have in view, viz. to 
ieaco all nations to fear God, honour the king, 
and love their fellow creatures; and to teach all 
‘he way to be happy bere and hereafter,’ X~. 
*‘His Majesty,’ add the brethren, ‘‘after ex- 
planing these things to two of his generals, viz. 
Princes Ramenataka and Ramananolouna, who 
were with him, asked them, ‘*What good return 
can we make to these kind people who are su 
concerned about the welfare ef our people and 
country.?”?

This assumed right, 
Mr. Daly contended against; but said, that as 
they appeared anxious tor discussion, he would 
concede that to them as a favour, what he refus- 
ed as a right, and moved an adjournment of the 
busiaess of the Society, until the proposed dis- 
cussion should have terminated . This having 
been acquiesced in, an animated discussion took 
place, which conttnued till a late hour in the ev- 
ening, and the meeting was then adjourned to 


the next dayy 


Afteran attempt made on Friday morning by 
the Priests again to interrupt even the disscussion 
induced by themselves, the Rev. Mr. Pope, a 
Protestant clergyman, resumed his argument, 
taking it up where he had been interrupted on 
the preceding evening. This gentleman, by 
his voice, his manner, his eloquence, and his eru- 
dition, arrested the attention of the savages by 
whom he was surrounded, for three hours and 
twenty-five minutes, the period which he occu 
pied in speaking. When he had fimshed, the 
Priests declared that no one member of their bo- 
dy was competent to the task of answering Mv. 
Pope, and required permission for three of their 
body to speak in reply. This requisition was op- 
posed by Mr. Dalyyas in that case the proceed - 
ings would be interminable: but he declared his 
own readiness, as well as that of his reverend 
brethren, to hear any one of their opponents for 
the space of time occup-ed by Mr Pope. Oppo- 
sition, however, was just what the Priests want- 
ed. Mr. M’Sweney, one of the Professors, thea 
insised upon propounding a question to Mr. 
Pope, whick the latter gentleman :mmediately 
consented to answer; but the answer of course, 
was not satisfactory either to the Priests or their 
party. 

From the subsequent transactions, it apperrs 
evident that the object was, to consume the time 
until darkness, the better to enable these conspi- 
rators to achieve, by brutal violence that which 
they were unable toeffect by argument or rea- 
son. Tickets had been issued the preceding ey- 
ening, as will be seen by our report, to two gen- 
tlemen, one on behalf of each of the opposing 
parties; & while the Rev. Mr. Morgan distribu‘s 
ed the greater proportion of his to ladies, wio 
exclusively occupied the gallery, the Rev Fa- 
ther O’Connell, the Priest of the town, placed 
higin the haads of much more efficient supp wt- 
ers, where the affair was to be terminated by 
bludgeon versus Bible. 


Mr. Nowlan, a priest, having addressed t! oF 
meeting, the Rev. Mr. Shaw rose to reply; and 
this appeaged to be the signal for violence and 
outrage f_ She yells and vociferations proceed- 
ing from we mob, which almost exclusively oc- 
cupied the body of the meeting-\,ouse. were of a 
most terrfic description; and the calls to have 
the Priest’s ‘‘question’’ auswered, were most as- 
tounding. At length the violence of voice having 
nearly expended uself, the ruffians proceeded to 
more unequivocal manifestations of what their 
ultimate iotentions were. A rush was made over 
the partitions by which the pews were divid- 
ed—the barriers were forced which excluded the 
meeting from the speakers and members of the 
committee—and the whole fury of the body ap- 
peared to be direcied towards the platform erect- 
ed onthe right of the chair for the Protestant 
clergymen wio took a part in the discussion. 
The lights were nearly ail extinguished, and the 
appearance preseated at this moment was appal- 
ling and terrfic. By a special intervention of 
DivineProvidence, the lives of the Protestant 
clergy were preserved Gapt. Batterby, com- 
manding the police at Carlow, reached the plat- 
form! by a private door, communicating with 
the vestry room, a few seconds before the mob 
had attained it, for the purpose of communica- 
ting toMr. Daly and Mr. Pope, (not at all aware 
of what was going on within doors,) that he 
would not be answerable fur the safety of their 
lives if tiey ventured into the street. Perceiv- 
ing the state of fury displayed by those within, 
this gentleman promptly prevailed oa the cler- 
gymen not to lose a moment in effecting their 
escape, which he fortunately afforded them the 
meaus of accumplishing, by assistiog them over 
a wali eight feet high into an adjoining garden, 
iu the house belonging to which they were con- 
cealed, uaui the departure of the priesis drew 
ihe greater part ot the mob from the scene of 
action. Wha the rioters reached the platform, 
aod found that theiz ictended vierims had escap- 
ed, 00 description can give an adequate idea of 
their fury. Father O’Conneli mounted the pul- 
pit, and having declared the Bible to be a most 
peraicious book, gave God tnauks for the tri- 





umph obtained by him and his Pans 
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Monthly Concert.—\t is now customary, in some 
of our eastern cities, to communicate, at the

Within a few days after the adoption of this rp. 
solution, orders were transmitted to the agent of 
the American Bible Society in this city, for 1299 
Bibles and 700 Testaments, accompanied with the 
assurance that they should all be paid forin 60 
days after the books were received Five hundred 
dollars have already been remitted, and from the 
success of the subscription which has been opened 
in all the towns of the county, no doubt remains 
that the whole sum will be paid within the time 
mentioned.

Steam Guns.—The propelling of musket balls 
by steam was practised ten years ago by M. Gi- 
rard, who, for the defence of Paris against the al- 
lies, prepared a boiler mounted on a carriage, and 
an apparatus attached; such that, on turning a 
handle, six barrels received balls and steam at the 
same time, and discharged 180 shots per minute.
